Paris Reports Repulse of the 
Enemy is Complete.

BERLIN, May 22 (via London. )— 
Fighting at close range at Givenchy.

favor of the Germans and some ground 
gained by them to the south Of Neu- 
ville, France, were the chief events 
of yesterday op the battle front tn 
France, according to the German offi- 
Clal statement Kiven out here today. 
os the eastern theater the Germans 
claim to have attacked and defeated 
the Russian north wing, taking 1600 
prisoners. Another 1000 Russians. 
were captured on the Dubysa River. 
The text of the statement follows: 

In the western theater: Close 
fighting near Givenchy continues and 
is faverable to us. 

“Further south a trench attack on 
the road from Bethune to Lens and 
behind the Lorette Height was re- 
pused. 

“North of Ablain the enemy. by a 
night advance already announced, suc- 
ceeded in gaining a footing in a small 
portion of our forward trenches. 
“South of Neuville we gained some 


oners and two machine guns. 
“Between the Meuse and the Mo- 
selle there were severe artillery 
duels. 
“In the eastern theater: In the vi- 
cinity of Shavli we attacked the Rus- 
sian north wing and defeated it. 
taking 1600 prisoners and seven ma- 
chine guns. An enemy counter-at- 
tack by night failed. 
“On the Dubysa River strong Rus- 
sian night attacks against the line 
Miviule-Zemigola were repulsed, 1000 
prisoners remaining in our hands.

FRENCH REPORT. 
[RY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P] 

PARIS, May 23.—An attack made 
by the Germans in the Argonne forest 
was repulsed last night with extremely 
heavy losses, according to the official 
Statement issued by the French War 
Department this afternoon. The offi- 
Clal announcement added that “the 
repulse of the enemy in this region 
has been complete.’ The text of the 
statement follows: 
“The enemy during iast night 
showed activity between the sea and 
Arras. He made several counter-at- 
tacks, but everywhere was repulsed 
and suffered severe losses. 
“The first of these attempts was to 
the north of Ypres and east of the 
Yser Canal. It did not succeed. 
“Two other attacks were almed tn 
the direction of the Plateau of 
lprette, one to the northeast and the 
other to the southeast, but the enemy 
could not reach our lines.

PROPOSE GREAT VIADUCT. 


It is proposed to adopt, at a meet- 
ing of the Brooklyn Heights Improve- 
ment Association tenight, resolutiong 
in favor of a $1,600,000 viaduct, 1500 
feet long, to span the river bed and 
the Salt Lake, Santa Fe and South- 
ern Pacific railway tracks. The pro- 
jected terminals are Macy street on 
the east side of the river and the 
Plaza on the west. The meeting will 
be at the Bridge-street school, Echan- 
dia and Bridge streets. 

Mayoralty and Councilmanic candi- 
dates have been asked to be present 
and give their views on the project. 
A few days ago the Cy Countil 
paved the way for such a viaduct dy 
confirming the assessment for the 
improvement on Mission road, between 
Gallardo and Aliso streets. 

It is believed arrangements may be 
made whereby the Pacific Electric 
would route its Pasadena, Alhambra, 
San Gabriel, Monrovia and other 
eastbound cars over the viaduct and 
thus avold the present Aliso-street 
bridge, scene of the recent tragic col- 
lision. 

Moreover, it ia believed the viaduct 
would carry an immense automobile 
traffic to and from the foothills. The 
present Mission road bridge is in- 
adequate for such traffic, but the via- 
duct would furnish a route said to 
be much needed. 

The present plan for financing ‘he 
project is that the three steam r.il- 
roads and the Los Angeles Railway 
Corporation bear half the expense, the 
county a sixth, the city a sixth and 
the property owners about the ends 
of the viaduct a sixth.

Why the First Chief Moved His 
Headquarters to Puebla.

SAN ANTONIO (Tex) May 23.— 
Carranza troops have defeated a Villa 
force at Paredon, fifty miles west of 
Monterey, in Southeastern Coahuila, 
in what was their “greatest victory 
since Celaya.” according to annouce- 
ment here by L. R. Beltran, Car- 
ranza Consul. His statement said: 

“Villa soldiers were completely 
routed, two of their generals captured 
and then executed and 2000 soldiers 
were killed and wounded and taken 
as prisoners. The Carfanza soldiers 
were led by Gen. Vicente Davila, 
while the Villa troops were under 
the command of Gen. Pereyra and 


Carrera Torres. both of whom were 


captured and shot.” 

That demonstrations by hungry un- 
employed against the Carranza gov- 
ernment took place in Vera Crug a 
week ago and that as a result Car- 
ranza moved his headquarters to 
Puebla, was the statement of Alonzo 
Thorea. a merchant of Vera Cruz, 
who arrived here yesterday. 

“Strict censorship is maintained by 
Carranza on all news sent out of 
Vera Cruz,” ‘said Thorea. 

“The mobs did not carry arms and 
used no violence. An army of men 
crowded the streets crying out: “We 
don't want any more revolutions: we 
want work and bread and meat, down 
with the politicians.’

ENTERS THE WAR.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 23.—‘The 
preservation of Italy for the Italians 
is the sacred purpose that is calling 
the Italian government in the great 
European struggle.” said Ernesto 
Nathan, former Mayor of Rome. to 
the Commonwealth Club yesterday.

ALTERS PEOSLE. 


'BUREAU CHIEF OUT STUDYING 


EFFECTS OF CLIMATE. 


Tells How to Distinguish a Texan 
from a New Englander—<Ascribes 
Peculiar Conditions this Season to 
Three-year Cycle of Change Due 
to Atmospheric Pressure, 


The relation of the weather to the 
human body and the effects certain 
climates have on the everyday busi- 
ness man, is something new in the 
line of scientific investigation. Dr. 
Charlies F. Marvin, chief of the United 
State Weather Bureau, is spending a 


just such an investigation, trying to 
evolve plans whereby his department 
may better serve the people of the 
United States. 

Heretofore, weather reports have 
been looked upon as a dry-as-dust, 
methodical routine, by which a man 
may decide whether he should wear 
a raincoat or a straw hat. The ma- 
jority of persons have not the silight- 
est idea just how a weather report 
is devised and little know the trouble 
and work it takes the weather bureayv 
to ascertain the difference between 
“rain today” and “cloudy.” 

Dr. Marvin fs an artist in his line. 
Since his graduation from the Ohio 
State 'hiversity tn 1383 he has de- 
voted himself to a study of meteor- 
ology, so that today he is considered 
an authority on all subjects pertaining 
to atmospheric phenomena. He held 
many important subordinate positions 
in the United States Weather Bureau 
before his appointment as chief, Aug- 
ust 3, 1913. 

“T have always wanted to get in 
touch with the real people.” Dr. 
Marvin said yesterday, “and see just 
how they regard the weather bureau. 
IT want to find out for myself ho 
weather nditions affect them in th 
different Tocalities, and to gee if there 
is any way to make our bureau of 
more service to thenft 
* “Of course, the weather reports are 
of Infinite value to you of Southern 


California. I have noted that es- 
pecially the fruit growers of this 
State rely upon authentic reports, 


and lay their plans accordingly. 

“Tt is imperative that our depart- 
ment be as accurate as possible. Of 
course, we are not iInfallibe. But you 
do not realize the magnitude of the 
work necessary before compiling a 
one-word report, ‘clearing.’ 

“Every section of world re- 
ports to headquarters daily. These 
reports are evolved from meteorolo- 
gical tests. In sotme cases, the local 
forecaster can tell immediately if his 
section is to have rain or shine. But 
in most instances it is necessary to 
compile the reports of the sections 
adjoining to diecover just which way 
a storm Is traveling. 

“IT have discovered many things in 
my tour of investigation. When I 
return to Washington and have time 
to compile this report, I have no 
doubt it will make very interesting 
reading. From observation I would 
say the weather has a great effect on 
the residents of any locality.

Not a blank was fired and the 
thermometer registered 72 through- 
out. It was one of thcee occasions 
that live long in the memory of 
the participants. Not a bet was over- 
looked and—many were made. 

Far from pesky candidates and of- 

ce-seekers of all kinds, mid the wav- 
ing wheat fields and noble oaks-—~in 
nature’s cathedral—the true dispens- 
ers of charity .and joymakers fixed 
the sky ag thé limit and enjoyed 
themselves as only Elks knew how. 
There wasn't a discordant note in 
the day’s doings—not one. And the 
way those antlered boys poured out 
their good hard coin to make life 
happier ané- sweeter for the orphan 
girls and boys was worth going miles 
te see.

UNION-AVENUE METHODIST. 


BRINGS SINFUL AND WAYWA 
-PEOPLE INTO THE CHURCH. 

At the Union-avenve 
Episcopal Church, Rev. .John M. 
Barnhart spoke yesterday on the text: 
“But he went out and began to pub- 
lish it much.”

“This man was a leper healed by 
Jesus. His recovery was so remark- 
able and he was so happy to be well 
again that he could not be silent. 
The loathsome disease which sep- 
arated him from social intercourse 
with his fellowmen, the dimease that 
was working slow but sure death, dis- 
appeared at the word of divine coni- 
mand. 

“Hie testimony to the saving power 
of Jesus brought great crowds to hear 
Him preach, to be healed, and to wit- 
ness His merciful miracle working. 

“People are just the same today. 
Witnessing to the power of Christ to 
save men and women from sin will 
bring people to church, and through 
the church to Christ. 

“Bin is worse than leprosy because 
leprosy kills only the body. The ef- 
fect of disease stops when the body 
returns to dust; the effect of sin muat 
continue after death with the soul 
that committed it. 

“The increase of membership in 
the early Christian church is to be 
accounted for largely on account of 
the fact that the converts told of 
God's wonderful power to save. 

“The phenomenal success of early 
Methodieam its also indebted to the 
testimony of men and women saved 
from drunkenness, gambling, ust, 
profanity, injurious amusements, and 
selfishness. These new converts told 
of great personal victories over be- 
setting sins. They told of. happiness 
restored to hearts and homes; of 
friendships that took the place of 
family feuds; of self-centered lives 
inspired to work for the conversion 
of neighbor and the world. These

REV. W. TILROF. 
BOYLE HEIGHTS METHODIST. 
RELIGION MUST COME FIRST IN ONE'S 
LIFE IF IT I® TO HAVE AN IMPOR- 
TANT INFLUENCE. 
“Religion First.” was the subject 
of a sermon yesterday by Dr. Tilroe 
in the Boyle Heights Methodist 
Church. He took his text from dake 
ix:60: “Let the dead bury their 

dead.” 

“Whether men shall have a re- 
ligion apparently is not much of a 
question anywheres on earth,” Dr. 
Tilroe deciared. “They seem to get 
it, with or without telling. The prob- 
lem is as to whether religion shall 
be first. It is not sanctification, but 
sre sanctification, that is the main 
bUsiness of the planet. Whether one 
has where to lay his head, whether 
his heart breaks, whether his dead 
are buried, his religion must be 
dominant to be worth while. This

“The insistence that the dead bury 
their dead is the wo of one who 
knows and one who cares. The sol- 
diers in the great war across the wa- 
ters know less of what is «coing on 
than do we wh. in our leisure read 
about it. But they are very sure of 
one thing: The orders they get are 
neither born of ignorance nor heart- 
lessneas. Somebody knows and some- 
body cares. 

“Bo that it is Jesus who sametimes 
sends us cruel words. They may be 
very much needed, and we are bet- 
ter off to have and heed them. Faith 
is only faith as tried. The ark looked 
silly until it began to float. Moses, 
the son of Pharoah's daughter, would 
have been forgotten as surely as his 
mother. The earth looks solid, and 
rich, and great, but even until now 
its citizens have never been more than 
strangers and pligrime on it. If they 
are-ever at home it is elsewhere. Who 
knows but a funeral may be very 
incidental now and then? It may be 
Jesus is both wise and kind.

The person who 
has never experienced a higher call 
than the Golden Rule may be a very 
mediocre person and one who has 
experienced few moral and spiritual 
thrills. I know many people who 
live habitually far above the literal 
demands of the Golden Rule—who 
are ever thinking of the well-being 
<n and are ever forgetful of 
self. 

“We do not know the origin of the 
Golden Rule. We find it proclaimed 
by all the great teachers of all ages. 
It doubtless came into recognition in 
many places and among various peo- 
ples, quite independently of each 
other. Wherever man has developed 
a certain degree of thoughtfulness 
and respect for others, the Golden 
Rule.has become a part of his moral 
code. 

“There is no simpering sentimental- 
ity in the Golden Rule. It is thor- 
oughly practical and nine-tenths of 
the time requires no great amount 
of courage or self-sacrifice to follow 
it. It is only occasionally that it 
makes heroic demands upon us and 
severely tries our moral fiber. It 
never demands that you dump your 
all in your neighbor's lap. It de- 
mands the same respect for your 
neighbor's manhood that you have 
for your own,”

& man an understanding heart, by 
which he means a heart that appre- 
hends God. 
“When these fundamental condi- 
tions are met, there are then three 
things which one must do if he 
would have his sense of God de- 
veloped and sharpened. He must set 
himself to practice the presence of 
God. This will give him a growingly 
intimate acquaintance with God and 
make God's image to stand out every- 
more distinctive before his conscious- 
ness. Then he must see the places 
and persons who will most fully me- 
diate and interpret God to his «aoul. 
He must be a frequenter of the house 
of God, a student of Christian bicg- 
raphy, a companion of godly souls, a 
lover of solitude, an hourly penitent 
at the cross and suppliant at the 
throne, and an untiring searcher of 
the Word. 
“The third thing he must do is to 
give himself unstintedly to the serv- 
ice of others. The more We lose our- 
selves in a ministry of sympathy, 
kindness and helpfulness to the un- 
fortunate and neglected, the more 
fully will the Lord disclose Himself 


to us.”

ST. PAUL'S PRO-CATHEDRAL. 
THE TEN COMMANDMENTS ARE RECOM- 
MENDED AS A PART OF THE PRO- 

POSED NEW CITY CHARTER. 
In his Sermon yesterday morning at 
St. Paul's Pro-Cathedral, Dean Mac- 
Cormack suggested that the Ten Com- 
mandments be incorporated in the 
proposed hew city charter, and also 
that the candidates for the City 
Council be asked to express an opin- 
ion on the ancient charter. Follow- 
ing is an extract of the address: 
“The general belief is that the Ten 
Commandments were promulgated 
first of all for the spiritual needs of 
God's chosen people. That there was 
a spiritual purpose in view no one 
can deny. But they were intended 
to conserve the civil well-being of 
Israel quite as much as the religious. 
These ancient words were God's char- 
ter for the political as well as the 
spiritual direction of the people. 
“In view of the fact that we are 
contemplating an instrument of this 
sort in the city of* Los Angeles, I 
make bold to suggest that the Deca- 
logue find some prominent place and 
recognition in the document which 
they submit to the people. 
“Furthermore, in the quest of office 
which our officials are called upon 
to take would it not have a whole- 
some effect to compel them to sub- 
scribe to the Commandments? 
“Tl urge this for many reasons 
First, it would place God in the fore- 
front of our municipal life. At the 
present He is hardly more than a 
name. if indeed He is that to some. 
He gets some little recognition of a 
conventional sort on Sunday, but in 
the dava when our great city’s life is 
throbbing and beating He is largely 
forgotten or ignored. 
“In the second place, God's day 
would be honored as it is not now. 
The first day of the week has become 
for many a holiday rather than a 
holy day. The theater is going full 
blast. It is the one day in the week 
in the baseball park when there are 
two games instead of one. 
“A distinguished judge of the Su- 
perior Court told me that very few 
offenders appeared in the Juvenile 
Court who were Sunday-school schol- 
ars. That means in the last analysis 
that a good grounding in the Ten 
Commandments saves and holds our 
voung people tn the hour of tempta- 
tion as nothing else has been able to 
do. And so I commend the ancient 
charter to the study of our Board of 
Freeholders.”

YOUNG ‘PEOPLE'S AFTERNOON. 
Youthful enthusiasm prevailed at 
the afternoon meeting. More than 
thirty young peoples’ societies re- 
ported, some by song and others with 
a verse of scripture or a motto recited 
in unison.

the international convention of the 
Baptist Young -VPeople’s Union 
America and the fifth annual conven- 
tion of the Pacific Coast Baptist Young 
People’s Societies to be held at Oak- 
land, July 7-11. The young people of 
Southern California were urged to 
plan so that every society would be 
represented. 
Following the reports of the vart- 
ous societies from Los Angeles and 
near-by cities, there were a hundred 
or more individual testimonies. At 
least a score of the “older young peo- 
ple” present announced that chey were 
present at the organization of the 
Baptist Young People’s Uaion twenty- 
four years ago. 

Several prominert men delivered 
short addreskes at the afternoon meet- 
ing, armnong them Dr. George T. Webb 
akd Dr. Samuel Zane Batten, both of 
Pennsylvania; Dr. Towner, 
pastor of the First Baptist Church 
of Oakland, and Dr. W. 8. Abernethy, 
pastor of the First Baptist Church of 
Kansas City. Following is an extract 
of Dr. Towner’s address: 
“FORWARD AT ANY COST.” 


“In the setting up of His Kingdom, 
God contemplates no possibility of 
defeat. The triumph of the cross 
may be long deferred; it cannot be 
finally defeated. In view of this our 
orders are clear: ‘Forward at any 
cost!’ We have an uncanny fear of 
disaster. We can calculate too nice- 
ly. “That we shall succeed is certain,’ 
said Nelson to Capt. Barry at the bat, 
tle of the Nile—Who shall live to 
tell of it is another questién.” 

“The ultimate achievement of 
God's reign of righteousness and love 
is certain and there is just enough 
hazard of immediate success to make 
the adventure attractive. The forces 
against us are enough to test our own 
and our Captain's resources to the 
limit. That it is a time of crisis in 
the kingdom is felt by all. Premil- 
lenarian and Postmillenarian are 
agreed in this. It is a time to call 
up all the reserves and storm the 
heights. Everywhere there is the 
lure of gold, the lust for pleasure, the 
love of the praise of man, the fear 
of ‘what people will say. There are 
the tremendous appeals of this world 
with its dazzling splendor and the 
dread of contact with the discomfort- 
ing facts of the campaign. 

“Here on the Coast we have the in- 
rushing tide of all tongues and tribes 
in search of everything but freedom 
to worship God. This constitutes the 
challenege of the Coast. Our con- 
testant is already in the lists. He is 
moving out before the hosts of God 
and the Philistines. 

“Tt means first of all, that we give 
the whole of self—yourself and my- 
self. I mean no process of purifica- 
tion, no gradations of religious ex- 
perience. I ‘mean utter and final 
yielding to the possession of the per- 
son of Christ. Make sure that until, 
we are utterly His, however many 
brilliant solrees we may make we 
shall never take possession of the 
land. Yield ‘yourselves unto God. 
My son. give me thine heart. What 
Jesus wanted of Peter was open, un- 
equivocal, irrevocabie acknowledge- 
ment of the mastery of love, after 
that the fire and power of Pentecost.” 
Dr. Abernethy spoke on “The 
Secret.” The speaker had previously 
ereated a favorable impression on the 
convention by announcing that the 
church of which he {8 pastor would 
contribute $12,000 this year to sup- 
port a foreign missionary.

Follewing is an extract of the ad- 
dress delivered by Dr. A. H. C. Morse 
at the evening seasion: 

“Shamed by the seeming separations 
of the past, every one is now talking 
union, and yet to the surprise of all 
of us the word ‘union’ is not to be 
found in all the Scripture. ‘Freedom’ 
is there, the word upon which Dr. 
Riley has just spoken. ‘Service’ is 
there, the word upon which Dr. Vil- 
Mers is yet to speak, but the word 
‘union’ is not In the Bible. These 
brethren are permitted to speak with 
authority while I am to speak as a 
scribe, They are permitted recourse 
to the Scripture, while I am referred 
only to the seal of this convention. 
“The word ‘union’ is not in the 
Scripture and that because the idea 
was not in the mind of the writers. 
The word ‘uniformity’ also is not in 
the Scripture and that for the self

“There are several forms of exer-

OPERATES HERE. 


POLICE DETERMINED TO BREAK 
UP—ALARM CLOCK 
FIRES FUSE. 

So great damage has been wrought 
in various residences recently by in- 
fernal machines that the police have 
organized a campaign to stop the 
practice that is resulting in the loss 
of property estimated to be valued 
at more than $30,000 a month. So 
regularly have the explosions been 
recurring that the records are con- 
sidered sufficient proof a gang of com- 
petent incendiaries is at work here, 
transacting a large business in its 
way.

AS CROW FLIES. 


Pasadena Again Plans Road 
to Los Angeles. 


Fifteen-minute Schedule is 
Much Desired. 


Hope to Reform Sister City of 
South Pasadena. 


{Local CORRESPONDENCT. } 

PASADENA, May 24.—"From Pasa- 
Gena to Los Angeles in Fifteen Min- 
wtes” is the slogan of the “Committee 
of Fifty” which is to meet this after- 
moon at 4 o'clock in the Council 
chamber to @iscuss the most vital 
problem facing Pasadena today—rapid 
transportation. 

Commissioner Hamilton. chairman 
of the committee which is made up 
of fifty of the most prominent business 
men in Pasadena, outlined yesterday 
the tentative plan for the construc- 
tion of the municipal railroad between 
the two cities. He said that a pre- 
liminary survey had been made of a 
direct route to Los Angeles following 
the Arroyo Seco to Sycamore Park 


‘and then crossing the Los Angeles 


River above the bridge. 

Entrance into Los Angeles would 
be by way of a tunnel emerging in 
the center of the city. There would 
be no grade crossings, and the route 
would be absolutely direct. The ten 
miles could easily be made in fifteen 
minutes or less, cutting down the pres- 
@nt running time by thirty mimutes. 

“With such a_i service na 
would immediately begin to expand 
as a suburb,” said Commissioner Ham- 
iiten, “and the population would in- 
crease by leaps and bounds.” 

He said it would not cut into the 
Pacific Electric Railway, as with the 
increased travel there would be more 
than enough for both. The Pacific 
Electric would still serve as a car- 
vier for all the intermediate towns 
between Pasadena and Los Angeles, 
as in all probability the municipal 
road would make a non-stop run, or 
at any rate stop only once or twice. 

The road would be financed by a 
bond issue, which would liquidate 
ttself from the profits of the concern. 
Definite action will be taken immedi- 
ately to place the proposition before 
the people, and Commission Hamilton 
has little doubt that the propesed 
road will be a reality in the very near 
future. As to the cost of building the 
road, the commissioner was not pre- 
pared to express himeelf.
